GILFOYLE ESTATE PLAINTIFF 


Ciaim for $10,837.84 Alleged to Have 
Been Loaned to Fr. Brady Dis- 
missed by Judge Douglass. 


Judge Douglass refused Monday to make 
an order for the sale of the St. John’s 
Church property’‘at Sixteenth and Chestnut 
streets to pay a loan alleged to have been 
made by. the late pastor of the church, 
Rev. Philip Ff. Brady, from James Gilfoyle, 

The amount of the loan is said to be $10,- 
837.84 with interest. lt was charged in the 
suit that father Brady used the money on 
the chureh property, and that he borrowed 
it with the approval of the late Archbishop 
Kenrick with the understanding that the 
church property should be security. 

The court in an opinion held that the evi- 
dence in the case did not show that the 
money had ever been used on the church 
property or for any other parish purposes 
pe that the archbishop had approved the 
oan. 

The suit was brought by the Mississippi 
Valley Trust Ce., executor of the estate o} 
the late James Gilfoyle, against James ‘Y. 
Coffey, pastor of St. John’s Church: Arch- 
bishop John J. Kain of the 8t. Louis dio- 
cese, Michael Cleary, Thomas Lynch, Mich- 
ae! O’Laughilin, Michael Cronin and M. J. 
O'Rourke, parishioners. 

It was filed in Jaruary, 1990. In April, 
1891, the petition alleged, Father Braay 
borrowed $9825 frem Gilfoyle ano gave him 
a note {n 1892 for $10,421, which ineciuded the 
interest on the original loan up to that 
date. 

Father Coffey, it is said, after his suc- 
cession, gave Gilfoyle a note for $416.34 for 
the interest due. None of this amount, it 
wes charged, was ever paid. 

The debt, according to the plaintiff, 
formed a lien on the church property, 
which was held in trust by the archbishop. 

The defense contended that the loan was 
paid during Fr. Brady’s lifetime and fur- 
thermore that the archbishop had no au- 
thority to approve it and that it therefure 
could not be made a lien on the property.

Count dela Vaulx Is Crossing 
the Mediterranean. 


FOUR MEN ARE IN THE BASKET 


THE INTREPID AERONAUT EX- 
PECTS TO REACH ALGERIA 
WEDNESDAY. 


‘ 
By Floats He Keeps Forty Feet Above 
the Water, Which He Draws Up at 
Will by Electric Pump 
for Ballast.

MARSEILLES, Oct. 14.—A steamer which 


has arrived here reports having sighted the 
baloon of Count Henri de la Vaulx on Sun- 
day about 12:30 p. m. The balloon was 
@bout 50 miles from Marseilles and shaping 
fis course for Algeria. 

The car was about 60 feet above the sea. 
count de la Vaulx signalled that all was 
well. 

Count de la Vaulx left Sablettes, on the 
coast near Toulon and about 40 miles south- 
east of here, Saturday night for a voyage 
across the Mediterranean to test the possi- 
bility of sing balloons between France, 
Corsica and Algeria in time of war. 

The island of Corsica is 150 miles from 
here and Algeria is 500 miles distant. 

The count is acoompanied by two other 
aeronauts and a naval lieutenant. He ex- 

ects to reach Algeria Wednesday night or 

hursday morning. He took with him 7 
*‘ carried pigeons, to be released in three 
batches daily. 

The balloon, which is decorated with the 
tri-color, earries accumulators for electric 
signal lamps and an electric pump to draw 
up sea water for ballast, whenever neces- 
sary, by tubes tmmersed in the sea, 

Count de la Vaulx achieved fame just a 

ear ago by a trip in his balloon Centoure 

om Paris to a place in Russia beyond 
Kieff—a record aerial voyage for distance, 
the cities being more than 1000 miles apart. 
The balloon’s average speed was 85 miles 
an hour, and he said he could have gone 
to the Ural Mountains had he not en 
anxious to return to Paris in time for a 
competition. 

Since then the count has been styled the 
champion French balloonist. He has de- 
clared his belief that it is practicable to 
cross the Atlantic in a balloon and has ex- 
— a hope that he may prove that be- 
lef, promising to undertake the trip as 
soon as he can. The present voyage may 
be déemed a preliminary experiment.

“What man has done, man can do” has always been the un- 
written motto of our progressive American railways. 

This being so, it should only be necessary to call attention to 
the fact that locomotives can be made to consume their own 
smoke, in order to banish the suffocating clouds of smoke, the 
dangerous sparks and annoying showers of cinders that ac- 

American railway traffic. 

General-Superintendent Fay of the Londen and Southwestern 
Ratiway says that the locomotives in use on his road “secure a 
complete combustion of fuel, doing away with sparks, cinders 
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‘of transportation and handling being considerably less than that 
of coal. It is not an extravagant hope that every state in the 
country may be speedily supplied with all the oil needed for 
manufactures, transportation and domestic purposes. 

Besides this is the reasonable expectation that the liquid may 
spout in other localities. Coal is found almost everywhere. Do 
not geologic conditions justify the belief that oil may be equally 
widespread? 

The prospect is encouraging. Wood gave way to coal, coal) 
yields to oil. With every step in the cheapening process, wealth 
is created with less labor and a more general diffusion of leisure 
and comfort among all classes is made possible.

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THE TRUTH OF HISTORY. 

Of the facts of history that may be said which is said of 
the snakes in Ireland.

According to Commander Schuetze and others, this chart Is 
all wrong.

8So, 
while they may be useful to illustrate some principle of military 
or naval science, such charts are worse than useless as records 
of historical facts. 

But it is not so surprising. Among 20 witnesses of the most 
ordinary occurrence, no two will agree as to the facts. How is 
it possible then to settle the facts of history, which are infinitely 
more difficult to extract from the mass of passion, prejudice and 
interest in which they are imbedded? 

Nevertheless it is good to know history for the truth there is 
in it. Facts are distorted or missing, or may be represented by 
plain Hes. But out of the story will come the essential truth, 
which becomes clear enough in long periods of time. Even the 
battle of Santiago can never be made to appear a Spanish vic- 
tory. The hero of that event may never be identified in the 
confused mass of contradictory testimony concerning it. One fact 
is plain, that something happened that day which put an end 
to the Spanish power in the western world.

established a dictatorship, backed by an aggre- 
gation of subchiefs called The Combine. 

The iargest skeleton is supposed to have been 
that of Big Chief Ed Bntler, who for years 
reigued over this tribe supreme. The one ly- 
ing alongside is thought to be that of Bad 
Jack, a notorious subchief, and the one on 
the other side is believed to be the pemains 
of Subchief Big Jim, better known by his so- 
briquer, Ain’t-Done-Nothin’. 

A little skeleton coiled up at the feet of 
Chief Ed aroused much speculation. Prof.*E. 
T. H. Knollidge finally decided that this must 
be the remains of Subchief Snake-Kinni-ki- 
Nick, the Gen. Funston of the tribe, who was 
noted for his daring.

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FREE TEXT BOOKS. 


The Free Text Book Law of Ohio has been declared valid by 
Judge Strimple of Cleveland, who lays down the principles upon 
which the law is based. 2 

According to the reasoning of the court the United States con- 

- stitution makes it imperative upon the states to establish a com- 
mon school system. And there is no constitutional limitation 
| upon the legislature restricting it in anywise from providing an 
efficient system. 

The Ohio Compulsory Educational Law “makes it the duty of 
the state to provide everything needful for education.” 

Commenting on this Judge Strimple said: ‘There never was 4 
legal obligation resting upon parent or guardian to buy school 
books. It was a moral obligation only. The state cannot dis- 

_¢harge its duty fully by building school houses alone, and there 
is no difference between furnishing a blackboard or a chart, and 
the furnishing of books.’’ 
To one not learned in the law it is not very clear how the United 
States constitution makes it imperative upon the states to es- 
tablish common echools, or how such establishment follows as a 
ss: practical consequence of its provisions. But the American theory 
of American free public education is clearly stated by Judge 
Strimple. Once the duty of the state to educate its children is 
declared, we must grant its power to provide all the instrumental- 
ities to that end.

So long as it is believed in Congress that high tariffs cause 
enormous crops in the United States and great shortages in 
Europe, there will be difficulty in obtaining reciprocity legis- 
lation.

In a letter received by Chief Donohue yes- 
terday Crowe agrees to give himself up at 
once and stand trial for the kidnapping of 
Eddie Cudahy, provided he is not iocked up 
until a jury shall adjudge him guilty. He 
says he is unable to furnish bond in excess 
of $500, and demands that bail be fixed in 
that sum.. 

Chief Donohue, when asked his opinion of 
the genuineness of ‘the letter, he expressed 


himself as quite satisfied that it came from 
Crowe. Donohue has known Crowe for sev- 
eral years, is acquainted wit? his manner, 
handwriting and style of speech. 

The chief also received today a letter 
from Crowe’s uncle at Manchester, Io., sub-

The letter then states that the chief would 
not know him; that he weighs 200 pounds, 
and is looking fine. He says he has been 
in South Africa, fighting with the Boers, 
and expresses his disgust with Great Brit- 
ain and his sympathy for the Boers. He 
closes the main part of his letter by say- 
ing he regrets that Mr. Cudahy should

Pat Crowe’s 
Disappearance. : 

Bddie Cudahy was kidnaped on the night 
of Dec. 8, 1900. His father paid $26,000 in 
gold for his ransom. Suspicion at once 
fastened on Pat Crowe as the man who 


planned the abduction and directed it to a 
successful issue. But, although few men 
in the United States are better known to 
the police, Pat Crowe has for the greater 
part of a year eluded detection.

Rudyard Kipling. 
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HE was the daughter of Sonoo, a 
S Hill-man of the Himilayas, and Jadeh 
his wife. One year their maize failed, 
and two bears spent the night in their 
only opium poppy-field just above the 
Sutlej Valley on the Kotgarh side; so, next 
season, they turned Christian, and brought 
their baby to the Mission to be baptised. 
The Kotgarh Chaplain christened her Eliz- 
abeth, and “‘Lispeth’’ is the Hill or pahari 
pronunciation. 

Later, cholera came into the Kotgarh 
valley and carried off Sonoo and Jadeh, 
and Lispeth became half servant, half 
companion, to the wife of the then chap- 


lain of Kotgarh. This was after the reign 
of the Moravian missionaries in that place, 
but before Kotgarlh had quite forgotten 
her title of ‘‘Mistress of the Northern 
Hills.’’ 

Whether Christianity improved Lispeth, 
or whether the gods of her own people 
would have done as much for her under 
any circumstances, I do not know; but she 
grew very lovely. When a Hill girl grows 
lovely, she is worth traveilng oJ miles over 
bad ground to look upon. Lispeth had a 
Greek face—one of those faces people paint 
so often, and see so seldom. She was of 
a pale, ivory color, and, for her race, ex- 
tremely tall. Also, she possessed eyes that 
were wonderful; and, had she not been 
dressed in the abominable print-cloths af- 
fected by missions, you would, meeting her 
on the hillside unexpectedly, have thought 
her the originaleDiana of the Romans go- 
ing out to slay. 

Lispeth took to Christianity readily, and 
did not abandor it when she reached wo- 
manhood, as do some Hill girls. Her own 
people hated her because she had, they 
said, become a white -woman and washed 
herself daily; and the chaplain’s wife did 
not know what to do with her. One can 
10t ask a stately goddess, five foot ten in 
er shoes, to clean plates and dishes, She 
played with the chaplain’s children and 
ook classes in the Sunday school,.and read 
all the books in the house, and grew more 
and more beautiful, uke the princesses in 
airy tales. The chaplain’s wife said that 
he girl ought to take service in Simla as 

nurse or something ‘“‘genteel.’’ But Lis- 
peth did not want to take service. She was 
very happy where she wae. 

When travelers—there were not many in 
those years—came in to Kotgarh, Lispeth 
used to lock herself into her own room for 
fear they might take her away to Simla, 
or out into the unknown world. 

One day. a few months after she was. 17 
years old, Lispeth went out for a walk, She 
did not walk in the manner of English la- 
dies—a mile and a half out, with a car- 
riage ride back again. She covered be- 
tween twenty -and thirty miles in her little 
constituticnals, all about and about, be- 
tween Kotgarh and Narkunda. This. time 
she came back at full dusk, stepping down 
the breakneck descent into Kotgarh with 
something heavy in her arms. he chap- 
lain’s wife was dozing in the drawing room 
when Lfspeth came in breathin Reavily 
and very exhausted with her birden. Lis- 
peth put it down on the sofa, and said 
simply: ‘This is my husband. I found 
him on the Bagi road. He has hurt himself. 
Wea will nurse him, and when he is well, 
your husband shall marry him to me.” 
This was the first mention Lispeth had 
ever made of her matrimonial views, and 
the chaplain’s wife shrieked with horror. 
However, the man on the sofa needed at- 
tention first. He was a young English- 
man, and his head had been cut to the 
bone by something jagged. ‘Lispeth said 
she had found him down the hillside, and 
had brought him in. He was breathing 
queerly and was unconscious, 

He was eg to bed and tended by the 
chaplain, who knew something of medi- 
cine; and, Lispeth waited outside the door 
in case she could be useful. She explained 
to the cHap!ain that this ws the man she 
meant to marry; and the chaplain and his 
wife lectured her severely on the improprti- 
etv of her conduct.

FOUR INTELLIGENT COLORED 


MEN SENT TO AFRICA. 


THEY WILL RAISE COTTON 


Experiment Is to Be Tried in German 
Possessions With Several Ameri- 
, ean Products. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—The experiment 
of cotton raising in German West Africe 
by negroes directed by Tuskegee graduates 
is described as follows: 

“If the present attempts succeed, a great 
future is opened to our Togo colony. The 
government has taken into its service four 
intelligent negroes from Alabama, who 


have had a good school training and are 
experienced in the cultivation of cotton. 
They were selected by the president of the 
Tuskegee fPnstitute, in Alabama. The men 
left New York last year, taking with them 
all necessary tools and machines. 

“The president of the Tuskegee Institute 
has received a letter from one of them, 
saying: “We have brought under cultiva- 
tion 100 acres of land, and a part of it has 
been planted in cotton, Indian corn and 
peanuts. The cotton has already more fruit 
than many a farmer in America gets in a 
whole harvest. Six months ago there was 
nothing to be seen here but thicket and 
elephant grass, but today~several buildings 
have been erected. I am engaged in setting 
up the cotton gin so as to be ready for the 
harvest. I find the natives are glad to 
work, but they cannot accomplish much 
and soon become tired.’ 

“It is reported from Alabama that there 
are many colored cotton planters preparing 
to settle in Togo. The attempts of the 
English to establish cotton planting in Af- 
rica have failed, because the work was 
done by white men who could not stand 
the hot climate. The Germans have made 
the experiments with negroes whose an- 
cestors came from Africa and who have 
become masters of cotton planting in 
America. 

‘This pioneer work opens the prospect 
of the development of a rds, rv cotton in- 
dustry upon German colonia! soil.’ 

Togo is the most northerly of the German 

ossessions in West Africa. It is situated 
n the Slave Coast, almost directly under 
the equator, between British Ashanti and 
French Dahomey. It has about 26,000 yor 
miles and an estimated population of 
inhabitants. It is consequently about one- 
sixth less than the’ State of South Carolina 
in size, and has about one-third of the pop- 
ulation o fthat State. Its chief export has 
hitherto been palm oil.

David Harum stepped from Westcott's 
book to the stage of the Olympic Sunday 
night in the person of William H. Crane. 
It was no mere interpretation this g@ a 
character in fiction. The David Harum of 
the play is a real person, and he so im- 
pressed himself upon the audience that 
even those who had not read the book or 
even heard of it for that matter, laughed 
and wept and lived with him through the 
three acts that told of two or possibly three 
of the incidents in the novel. 

But those who had read the book and 


knew and valued the man David Harum 
felt most the truth of Mr. Crane's work. 
He was David Harum in the flesh, down to 
the mole on his cheek. 

The play is not one of action, nor is it all 
talk. ther it is a picture of American 
country-town life, but so free from exag- 
guration and caricature that its truth is 
orcefully present from the rising of the 
curtain to the going down thereof.

The book is. by Hiram W. Hayes, a news- 

aper writer, and the score is by Prof, 

‘harles Kunkel, dean of the local musical 
profession. This is their first venture at 
opera writing and their inexperience 18 
somewhat in evidence in the manner In 
which they have performed their work. 
Mr. Hayes, apparently, has tried to tell 
too much story, and Prof. Kunkel has 
written the music with too much regard 
for technical proficiency and, consequently, 
has made some of-it dispiriting. — 
this effect was augmented by the small- 
ness of the orchestra. 

But these minor defects excepted—and 
they may be cured with a blue pencil and 
some revision—the writers of “A Welsh 
Rarebit’’ have erformed a meritorious 
work. Much of the comedy is real comedy 
and much of the music real music, tech- 
nically good and sweet in melody. 

The theme of the story is the antiquity 
of the O’Brien family, which must be es- 
tablished so that Patrick, one of its scions, 
may marry Lady Kitty Bradford, member 
of the aristocracy of England. The opera 
opens with a prelude in which this is ex- 
plained. The mother of Kitty agrees to 
the marriage if she is convinced that the 
O'’Briens have been long enough on earth. 

A hypnotist undertakes to perform the 
task and he puts the Bradford family and 
all its retainers under a spell. Under the 
enchanter's direction they are carried back 
to the time of Cormac’s reign over Lim- 
erick. The Welsh are about to sig os 
Cormac and his castle and court. All his 
nobles except O’Brien, Patrick’s ancestor, 
have deserted him. O’Brien denounces the 
plan to surrender to the Welshman. At 
this instant the King’s cook appears and 
télls his majesty to send a ‘‘doped’’ Welsh 
rarebit to the besiegers. This is done, the 
besiegers eat and soon fall into a heavy 
sleep® They are scalded to death while 
they slumber and Cormac proclaims him- 
self victor. 

The cook. who made the rarebit, is given 
a dukedom and all the scullery maids and 
scullions are elevated to the peerage. The 
nobles and ladies who deserted are re- 
duced to scullions and scullery maids, 

O’Brien. however, retains his patent. 

Thus the antiquity of the family is estab- 
lished and, incidentalty, much fun is de- 
veloped from the conduct of the servants 
as nobility and the nobility as servants. 

The vision of the reign of Cormac closes 
with the queen departing for the kitchen 
to get the breakfast the nobles can't pre- 
pare, while the scullions and scullery maids 
clamor for their old jobs. The stlude 
shows that Kitty’s family is satisfied with 
the demonstration and agrees to her mar- 

age to Patrick. 

If Mr. Hayes-had confined his book to the 
story of the siege of Cormac he would have 
given us quite enough of story. This is a 

theme for comic opera and he has 
worked it with considerable success. If the 
pre and’ t-ludes are to be maintained, 
they should be cut freely. 

Some of the lyrics are excellent, ‘The 
Song of the Katydids’’ has been set to de- 
lightful music by Prof. Kunkel and is a 
gem by itself.
